In order to install new basements to 
accommodate additional plant in the Roll 
Grinding Shop, existing piles were 
initially exposed to depths of 7° 0” at 
which level, those piles carrying columns 
above were stiffened by a reinforced 
concrete slab.

HOULD we have more new towns now? 

The issue has been pin-pointed by Peter 
Self, asking for more of the present models, 
before the new town teams are disbanded and 
their collective experience dispersed. Recent 
correspondence in The Times, on the subject 
of the New Towns Exhibition at Burlington 
House, has shown that the protagonists of the 
garden city idea are still very much alive, while 
most thoughtful planners seem to agree with 
The Times’ correspondent that the new towns, 
with the exception of one, Cumbernauld, 
are far too spread out. 

The real issue is how to house our popula- 
tion in pleasant urban surroundings and still 
reasonable measure of unspoilt 
If new towns are one side of 


retain a 
countryside. 
this coin, the reverse is urban renewal. 

Urban renewal is, of course, a catch phrase, 
but the phrase embodies one of the most 
momentous decisions, for future generations, 
which this one is required to make. Are we 
going to push out into the open countryside 
until, for example, all south-east England and 
much of the Midlands becomes one unending 
suburbia or subtopia, or are we going to 
rebuild our cities, where they stand, in a new 


way? That is to rebuild them suited to new 


OF DENSITY 
ways of living and to take steps to make them 
clean—particularly the air; to make them 
places in which people work in comfort and 
find in them all the facilities for enjoying the 
much greater time for the leisure which we 
have been promised. Perhaps the key to all 
this lies in density—the planners’ shibboleth. 
If the density ceiling were lifted completely in 
built-up areas provided whole neighbourhoods 
were developed in one continuous opera- 
tion (with all the economies of construction 
which would obtain) and on condition that a 
very high standard of open space and planting 
were provided, the door would be open to 
urban renewal on a scale that could quickly 
change the face of our towns. Le Corbusier's 
dream of the twenties is now capable of 
realization. We can, if we wish, have a garden 
city in a form undreamt of by Ebenezer 
Howard but satisfying all his requirements of 


green surroundings, nearness to work, and 


more. 
More new towns will be needed, no doubt, 
in particular areas to relieve the pressure of 
population. But would it not be worth 
concentrating on real urban renewal for a 
while and make a closer study of the mistakes 


and achievements of the present new towns?

BACK TO THE TREADMILL 


1 am one of those people who are unpatriotic enough 
to go abroad each year in search of fine weather. This 
year we have been amply punished for our lack of 
support for the Holidays in Britain movement. It is 
always maddening to return and to find that the 
weather has been better in Manchester than in Madrid, 
that it has beer hotter in London than in Lisbon, or 
that it has rained in Hendaye but not in Hammersmith. 
If one were truly charitable one should be pleased for 
the poor people left at home, but one is not. It is small 
compensation, too, to bring back the bad weather with 
you, particularly when it involves bringing the first wet 
day to Paris for five months on your only day there. 
Returning from far-away places, it is pleasant to feel 
that you are different. It is a let down when you find 
that, for example, everyone else has your streaming 
cold. All this is leading up to the fact that, here we 
are, back on the treadmill. Taking a late holiday 
involves missing the beginning of the architectural 
season and I am already behind on exhibitions. The 
Building Exhibition, with its miles of painful trudging. 
is almost here. Presidential addresses loom all around 
and we have a new and doubtless eager-for-work 
Parliament. Full employment is thus ensured for the 
architectural columnist. Olé! or rather, Hurrah! 


A.B.S. COMPETITION 
Whoever thought of putting nails in a dustbin? 


Everyone knows that nails are kept in a bag and no 
one would be attracted to a pub called the “Dustbin 
Full of Nails”. However, the A.B.S. has filled, or caused 
to be filled, with nails a dustbin to B.S. 792. You may 
win a sailing boat, value £150, presented most generously 
by Howard Lobb, by saying how many nails the 


dustbin contains. Smart boys will quickly buy a B.S. 
dustbin and some nails and, with the aid of a slide rule 
or any electronic computor, calculate the number in 
two twinks, but they should note that the A.B.S., rather 
spitefully I consider, has put in four different kinds of 
nails.

MODERN YUGOSLAV ARCHITECTURE 


The current exhibition at the Building Centre will 
surprise many people. We have heard very little about 
Yugoslav architecture since the war and, in spite of 
the pleasurable shock provided by the pavilion at the 
Brussels Exhibition, the general feeling was that dull 
eastern European architecture was being produced 
there. This exhibition will largely dispel that feeling. 
There is no doubt at all that Yugoslavia, whatever its 
politics may be, looks only westward for its architec- 
tural inspiration. Much of the work is interesting and 
imaginative and there is wide variety, particularly in 
the design of flats and houses. The work shown is, 
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however, not all of the same high standard and several 
buildings are spoiled by heavy detailing. It is interest- 
ing to note that, although most of the buildings illus- 
trated have been built in the last 10 years, some are 
pre-war and one, at least, the well-known pediatric 
clinic in Belgrade, by Milan Zlokovic, goes back to 
1928. These older buildings have been included to 
show that the modern movement in Yugoslavia began 
early and, as a result of the teaching of such men as 
Professor Zlokovic, the country is now well supplied 
with young architects who think on the right lines. 
The preface to the well-illustrated catalogue, which 
reads better in French than in English, stresses the 
importance of the architect in modern society, both as 
the provider of buildings for man’s activities and also 
as the “greatest humanist of the present day”. 

The exhibition was opened by H.E. The Yugo- 
slay Ambassador, and Mr. Basil Spence proposed the 
vote of thanks. Sir Giles Scott, and Mr. Hugh Molson, 
the Minister of Works, were also present and Sir Alfred 
Hurst was in the chair. Mr. Miro Marasovic, one of 
the Yugoslav architects responsible for the exhibition, 
gave a short introductory address on Yugoslav archi- 
tecture today. 


WHAT LOVELY WRITING 

Readers will not be very surprised to hear that, as a 
result of research done by a pen manufacturer, archi- 
tects have been found to have the highest standard 
of handwriting among the professions. They share the 
honour with accountants. This I do find a little 
surprising. Most architects who write the neat italic 
hand, or whatever it is called, have acquired the art by 
hard work and constant practice. I have never seen 
an accountant who wrote that way nor would I expect 
that profession to devote much time to so aesthetic a 
pursuit. However, it may be that their writing is good 
because it has to be legible. On the other hand, it 
might be thought that an illegible prescription was a 
public danger. But, notoriously, doctors have the 
worst handwriting and, according to the pen company. 
they share this position with top business executives. 
Experts have always linked personality with hand- 
writing and it seems to me that this is likely to be a 
better guide than professional classification—always 
excepting architects and doctors. 

1 must add a footnote to save the printer from 
apoplexy, for I do not write the neat italic hand. Some 
years ago I tried to learn to do so, with the result that 
my naturally quite legible writing has been changed 
into a hieroglyphic hybrid which looks legible but is 
not. 


DUNOYER DE SEGONZAC 

This exhibition of water colours, drawings and 
engravings in the Diploma Galleries at Burlington 
House should not be missed. Dunoyer de Segonzac, 
who is an Honorary Academician, has a particularly 
personal style which he has kept and developed for 
nearly fifty years. His work is easy to understand, he 
draws trees and the countryside exquisitely. His por- 
trait engravings have power and intensity and his 
ability to capture movement in very few lines has 
been famous since his series of drawings of Isadora 
Duncan was made in 1909. The exhibition is large and 
includes several series of book illustrations for superb 
special editions. Many of the copper-plates are also 
shown and, always fascinating, there are photographs 
of, and correspondence with, some of his sitters, includ- 
ing André Gide and Colette. Lovers of the rivers around 
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Paris will find in Segonzac’s work much cause for 
nostalgia. 


COLOUR IN ARCHITECTURE 

The untutored use of permanent, unfading and wash- 
able colours on the outsides of buildings has endless 
horrible potentialities for ruining what is left of our 
townscape. Colour, as a rather milk-and-watery voice 
from Norwich told me in “Building Matters” last week, 
is not a thing to be played about with by the ignorant. 
An article by the architectural correspondent of The 
Times recently tended only to see the hopeful side of 
colour in buildings and brought a letter of warning 
from Mr. Arnold Whittick. In this setting, Cape 
Building Products Ltd. have announced that their stand 
at the imminent Building Exhibition has been designed 
on the theme of colour in architecture. We need have 
no fear, however, for the design has been prepared by 
their consultant architects, Cassidy, Farrington and 
Dennys, working with Mr. Merlyn Evans, the artist. 
Coloured polyester finishes and flint bricks will be 
used and the stand will have two murals, one in brick- 
work and the other in polyester internal finishes. The 
aesthetic aspect of the exhibit will be backed with all 
the necessary technical information on pigments and 
fixings.

THE NEW TOWNS EXHIBITION 

It was most unfortunate that the New Towns Exhi- 
bition at Burlington House, arranged by the Town and 
Country Planning Association, should have clashed 
with the General Election and thus lost much of its 
publicity. I hear, however, that about 500 people a day 
visited it, with many more at week-ends. Criticism of 
the new towns, on the grounds of wasteful use of 
precious land and lack of compact urban planning, has 
often been made in the past and, although much of this 
criticism has now been accepted as justified, the fact 


remains that the development of Britain’s 15 new towns 
is something unique and much admired throughout the 
world. An exhibition of this kind was badly needed. 
In the event it was somewhat overwhelming. As a piece 
of exhibition design | thought it was not a success, for 
it was crowded and restless and contained too many 
small pictures and far too much detail for a show in- 
tended for the public. The exhibit from each town war- 
ranted an hour’s study at least. No one can give that 
amount of time. I had the feeling that each town was 
determined to cram the maximum information into its 
space in order to get its money’s worth; each town, I 
hear, contributed heavily to the cost. Exceptions to this 
were Hatfield and Cumbernauld. Hatfield, in a series 
of large pictures, showed a day in the life of one of its 
families and made its point admirably. Cumbernauld, 
not so advanced as many of the others, showed un- 
crowded and simple drawings, on a plain background, 
which at once attracted attention. 

I do not know exactly how the exhibition was 
designed, but I note that Mather & Crowther, the 
advertising agents, without fee, and that was public 
spirited, “contributed the design and controlled the 
execution”. Sir Francis Meynell gave advice and Eric 
R. Aldhouse, head of the firm’s exhibition department, 
was in charge. The production was top quality, but I 
found many of the screens extremely fussy. 

It was, nevertheless, a good exhibition and deserves 
to be shown in other parts of the country and abroad. 

All the new towns produce literature either for sale 
or to give away. I have, for my own interest, been com- 
piling a file and find that no two publications are the 
same shape or size. Would the corporations agree to 
sink their individuality, in a series of similar booklets, 
so that one might build up a neat set? The special 
book of the exhibition, with an article on each town and 
plenty of sunny illustrations, costs 2s, from the Town 
and Country Planning Association, and is well worth 
having.

a OU’RE late tonight, John.” 

Y “Yes, I'm sorry, Mary. I broke the quantity 
surveyor’s golden rule which is, never ask a partner any- 
thing after 5 p.m. It was ten to six before I could 
get away from Smudge, and even then he frowned 
when I looked at my watch. He gave me the sort of 
look that’s meant to make me think that he thinks 
that I’m not interested in my work.” 

“Are you?” 

“Yes, but not this particular job, just yet. No quantity 
surveyor gets interested in a new job for three days 
and if he has been taken off a final account to work 
on it you can call that seven. Smudge has just put 
me on a new school. I’m within a week of settling a 
job—my job—that’s been in the office for nearly four 
years and now I'm told to leave it to help out on some- 
thing that’s in a hurry. As if everything isn’t needed 
in a hurry. We classify new jobs these days. They 
are either ‘by the end of the week’ or ‘as soon as 
possible’ and we're all beginning to complain because 
we haven’t had an ‘as soon as possible’ since last 
October. I say, is that two-ply that you're knitting 
with?” 

“Yes, dear. Tell me, what makes people become 
quantity surveyors?” 

“You tell me what makes you knit with two-ply.” 

“Quantity surveying seems a strange profession, 
you're always being ordered about. I can’t understand 
why you took it up.” 

“Mary, I told you only a few weeks ago that I 
must earn another two hundred a year before I shall 
be paying enough income tax for us to hit the births 
column again and here you are knitting in two-ply for 
the third time in six years. What’s the meaning of it? 
Are you trying to give me a surprise?” 

“No dear, it’s Denise, she’s the one who’s having 
a surprise, her third.” 

“Heavens, and Tony an architect. He’s earning less 
than me! He’s certainly not paying enough tax to 
make this one look pre-planned. Artistic temperament 
I suppose. Oh, well, good luck to him, perhaps he'll 
win a competition.” 

“What makes you think Tony is earning less than 
you are? Has he told you?” 

“No, but architects always earn about twenty per 
cent less than quantity surveyors.” 

“I suppose their fees are lower. Even so it doesn’t 
seem fair.” 

“It isn’t fair, to architects, but there is nothing you 
can do about it. Architecture is a vocation like nursing 
and teaching and vocations have their own emotional 
rewards. To take up architecture is to react to an 
instinct—like sucking or looking at women’s legs—its 
a thing you’ve got to do and you can’t expect to be 
paid for reacting to an instinct—not in a democracy 
anyway. I was lucky enough not to be born with a 
desire to design and create—that’s why I’m a quantity 
surveyor. Mind you, I could have been a bank clerk 
or an insurance man or even one of those chaps who 
comes round in the evening trying to sell encyclopedias 
to parents of small children, but for some reason, | 
forget what it was, I chose quantity surveying. And, 
being a quantity surveyor, I don’t expect to be rewarded 
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with satisfactions like fulfilment and creation. | must 
put up with pounds, shillings and pence.” 

“I think you are talking nonsense. Just because artists 
are rewarded emotionally, there is no reason why they 
should not be rewarded financially too.” 

“No apparent reason, but there is a law of the 
universe which relates art with poverty. Art needs 
money, but only in the shape of patronage—because 
patronage gives art a place in a commercial society. 
Artists themselves don’t work for money. They wouldn’t 
have anything to do with the stuff if they didn’t need 
it to buy food with. Indeed any. artist will quote lots 
of cases of men whose very poverty was the spur 
which drove them to produce their masterpieces.” 

“If Tony’s getting twenty per cent less than you are 
he’s on about eight hundred a year and I call that 
poverty. So he’s due to start producing some master- 
pieces in about seven months’ time when he has three 
kids to feed.” 

“If his boss, who isn’t poor, gives him a free hand.” 

“I hadn’t thought of that. But I’m still not happy 
about the payment of architects. I think they don’t 
get paid well because we, as a country, are not 
interested in art. If the man in the street was more 
interested in architecture the status of the architect 
would be improved, he would then be recognized and 
hence rewarded, more than is the case today.” 

“On the contrary, Mary, when there is a greater 
interest in architecture there will be more young men 
wanting to be architects. They will flood the market 
and keep salaries down. Supply and demand. Look at 
Italy today. A nation which produces so many good 
draughtsmen and architects that there is scarcely 
enough work for them all, so salaries are low.” 

“But Italy is a special case. A fairly poor country 
with limited opportunities for building. Britain is 
cram full of building sites and we have no shortage 
of people wanting to build on them. We are not a 
poor country either, yet still we don’t pay architects 
a salary which I would have thought was commensurate 
with the responsibility they are expected to take. To 
begin with, I would have thought they are worth more 
than quantity surveyors.” 

“The fact that we are paid more shows that the 
building owner is more interested in cost than beauty. 
This is a sign of the times, and happens to be to 
my advantage. I don’t see why I should earn less than 
Terry Dene, but there’s nothing I can do about it. 
Nor is there anything Tony can do about earning less 
than I do. But bother a chap who has three when 
he’s nowhere near the standard rate.” 

“You don’t sound very sorry for Tony.” 

“He wouldn’t want me to be. He’s happier being 
artistic on eight hundred than he would be getting 
indigestion on a thousand. So he’s not grumbling. 
He just wants more money. So do I. So do we all. 
Besides it’s good for architecture that Tony should work 
in the shadow of the bread line. The spur of poverty. 
The good old English trait of playing better when 
you're two goals down than when you’re two goals up. 
I wouldn’t mind betting Tony’s going to be a better 
architect with three kids than he is with two—might 
even get a few half-inch details to quantity surveyors.

Appointments

Housing Centre, Leicester 

The second of the East Midlands Gas Board's housing 
centres was opened at Belgrave Works, Leicester, last 
week by Mr. H. B. Taylor, divisional general manager for 
Leicester and Northants 

The centre enables architects, builders and house- 
holders to see various installations of gas-heating and 
water-heating systems in their home setting 

Two of the more interesting exhibits now on show are 
systems of automatic central heating in operation. The 
first uses a gas-fired boiler and radiators, the second 
heats the house by warm air. 


L.C.C. Consider By-law Change: 
Ventilation of Habitable Rooms 


The Town Planning Committee of the L.C.C. have 
reviewed the requirements of the by-laws relating to the 
ventilation of habitable rooms and propose that instead 
of the present practice of granting waivers so as to allow 
the omission of additional ventilation to habitable rooms 
without flues, the by-laws should be modified in suitable 
cases so as to require the provision in such rooms of a 
small amount of permanent additional ventilation, either 
by means of an aperture of three square inches direct to 
the open air or of 20 square inches into a ventilated 
lobby or corridor. The grant of waivers for offices will be 
continued. 

The by-laws at present require that every office or 
habitable room (which includes a kitchen) must be pro- 
vided with natural ventilation by means of one or more 
windows opening directly into the open air. In addition, 
unless it. has a fireplace with flue or is ventilated by 
mechanical means, it must be provided with an air shaft 
of not less than 20 square inches in area communicating 
directly to the open air, or a fanlight opening into a 
permanently ventilated lobby or corridor, or other means 
of ventilation to the satisfaction of the district surveyor 
The model building by-laws issued by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government do not, however, require 
any permanent ventilation to be provided to habitable 
rooms and, in reply to a question in the House of Com- 
mons in June, 1954, it was indicated on behalf of the 
Minister that the provision of adequate windows and a 
door was considered to permit sufficient ventilation. In 
the light of this view, it was agreed that the requirement 
in the council’s by-laws for permanent additional ventila 
tion could be waived, and such waivers have accordingly 
been granted for habitable rooms opening on to a ven- 
tilated corridor or lobby and offices which possess good 
cross ventilation 

In recent years there has been an increasing tendency 
to dispense with solid fuel fires and to rely instead on 
other forms of heating, such as electric or central heat- 
ing installations, which do not require flues. This trend has 
accentuated the problem of providing adequate ventila- 
tion in a room, without discomfort. Because of inadequate 
ventilation a number of people have died from carbon 
monoxide poisoning in recent months, and in one case 
the jury suggested that architects of flats should consider 
incorporating some form of ventilation brick in the outside 
walls.

Construction of Staines By-pass : 
Contractor Criticizes Ministry 


The announcement that work was to begin at once on 
the construction of the Staines by-pass was one of the 
last acts of Mr. Harold Watkinson as Minister of 
Transport. Part of the scheme includes a new bridge 
over the Thames at Bell Weir, and the structure of this 
bridge has been strongly criticized by the directors of the 
Alderton Construction Co. Ltd., who claim they could 
build a better structure in less time and at about half 
the cost. 


Lutyens’ Design for Bell Weir Bridge 


The bridge they criticize was designed by the late Sir 
Edwin Lutyens; the contract figure is £458,856 and the 
work is to be completed in 21 months. Mr. John Dayton, 
joint managing director of Aldertons, told the press that 
their tender was £5,000 less, and time for completion 24 
months—but the time was an arbitrary figure calculated 
on the time the Middlesex County Council would take in 
constructing the approaches. More important, said Mr. 
Dayton, was the fact that they had an alternative design, 
using modern construction methods, for which the tender 
was £280,000, the work to be completed in 15 months. The 
design was of prefabricated prestressed beams in place 
of the steel girders in concrete cast in situ, as the Ministry 
required, and in addition, the company claimed that it 
could save a further £40,000 on that figure if the brick- 
work and Portland stonework stipulated were omitted. 

This design, said Mr. Dayton, would be very similar 
in appearance to that of the present Waterloo Bridge. 
He did not wish to criticize Sir Edwin Lutyens’ design, 
which he regarded as being in accordance with ideas 
prevailing before the war, but he suggested that Lutyens 
himself would have presented a different design in these 
days. 

The six advantages of the Alderton design, claimed Mr. 
Dayton, were: (1) Elimination of flooding risks to coffer 
dams (the site has been flooded up to 7ft deep in 
water every year for the past 20 years); (2) Prefabrication 
off-site, giving independence from interruptions by the 
weather; (3) The saving of 12 months in construction 
time and (4) of £225,000 on the official design; (5) 
Prestige to this country in providing a modern design for 
the first bridge over the Thames for 20 years; and (6) 
even then a further saving if one could dispense with the 
requirements of the Royal Fine Art Commission. 

Ingersley & Partners, the design company for the 
group, has offered to submit its proposal for the new 
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Alternative structural scheme for Bell Weir bridge on the 
Staines by-pass, prepared by Ingersiev and Partners, the 
design company for Alderton Construction Company, and 
above it, the bridge chosen by the Ministry of Transport, as 
designed by the late Sir Edwin Lutyens. See story this page 





Staines bridge to any or all of four universities, 
Cambridge, London, Copenhagen and Zurich—for 
independent assessment, and since they have had their 
design criticized by Mr. C. W. Glover, consulting engineer 
to the Ministry of Transport, Mr. Ingerslev has already 
sent the design to Copenhagen for a report. “If there is 
something wrong with our design,” said Mr. Dayton, “we 
want to know what, and we are waiting for a report 
from Copenhagen, which should arrive within a week, 
before we make further approaches to the new Minister 
of Transport, Mr. Ernest Marples.” Mr. Dayton offered 
to give 500 guineas to any charity if anybody could find 
any serious defect in his company’s design. 

Mr. Dayton then said that there was not one civil 
engineering structure in this country to which one could 
take a foreign minister of works with any pride. 
Questioned on this point he said that this included his 
own company’s work. When asked if his company had 
constructed a bridge of the type he advocated over the 
Thames, he said “No”, but that Mr. Ingerslev, their con- 
sulting engineer and joint managing director of the 
company, had built such bridges; in fact he, in collabora- 
tion with Maunsell & Partners, London, won the Sydney 
Harbour bridge competition. 


The Role of the Architect 


In one of his asides Mr. Dayton expressed his views on 
architects. “What you do,” he said, “is make your design 
and then go to an architect and ask him to dress it up a 
bit.” Questioned on this point he said that this was the 
architect’s job and that in no case should the architect 
be leader of the building team. “Quote me,” he insisted. 
“Architects should wash, shave, get rid of their sandals 
and be firmly under control.” 


Staines Bridge : Ministry Replies 


Since the press conference held by the Aiderton Con- 
struction Co. Ltd. about the Staines Bridge, the Ministry 
of Transport has issued a statement which is summarized 
below : 

The bridges the Ministry builds, it says, are designed 
either by consulting engineers or by county council 
surveyors, acting as the Ministry's agents and these 
include every type of modern design. The first Staines 
Bridge design was prepared in 1939 by the late H. W. 
Fitzsimmons, consulting engineer, in collaboration with 
the late Sir Edwin Lutyens as consulting architect, 
The Royal Fine Art Commission approved this design 
a reinforced concrete arch with brick and masonry 
facework. 

In 1957, the Royal Fine Art Commission again advised 
that the original architectural features should be retained. 
C. W. Glover & Partners were appointed as consulting 
engineers with George Stewart as consulting architect. 
After reviewing the scheme, they proposed that an alterna- 
tive design be adopted for a steel and concrete framed 
arch construction supported on cellular concrete abut- 
ments. 

Tenders were invited in 1959 for the construction of a 
bridge of this design and the Alderton Construction Co. 
Ltd. submitted a tender, which was the lowest by a small 
amount. The Ministry decided, however, to accept the 
next lowest tender, from W. & C. French Ltd., because 
they undertook to build the bridge in 21 months, com- 
pared with a time of 24 months submitted by the 
Alderton Construction Co. Ltd. 

The Alderton Construction Co. Ltd., submitted, also, 
a tender based on an alternative scheme prepared by 
Messrs. Ingerslev and Partners, But in the view of the 
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Ministry and the consulting engineers, this design was 
unsatisfactory because it contained serious defects which 
made it unsuitable for a bridge of this importance. For 
example, from the sketch plan submitted, the footings 
appeared to be founded at too high a level; the piling was 
not properly supported through the poor strata overlying 
the blue clay; the steel sheet piling was not an adequate 
protection of the foundations against scour from the 
river; and the uneven loading on the foundations was 
likely to lead to differential settlement over a long term. 
Furthermore, as regards the superstructure, it was con- 
sidered that the light nature of the design would be likely 
to result in flexure of the deck which would cause cracking 
in the facework. 

If the Ministry had found it possible to entertain the 
alternative design it would, in fairness, have felt obliged 
to invite the other eleven firms who submitted tenders 
also to submit alternative designs, if they so wished. It 
would also have been necessary to proceed to open tender 
if an alternative design had been chosen. This procedure 
would have greatly delayed the construction of the 
bridge. 

Apart from the question of the merits of the design of 
Messrs. Ingerslev and Partners, the Ministry point out that 
it is well proven practice to appoint leading consulting 
engineers to prepare designs for bridges, and to appoint 
the same consulting engineers to supervise on the 
Ministry’s behalf the work of construction when the 
contract for a bridge is let. Furthermore, it is important 
that the consulting engineer should be completely 
independent of the contractor. The Ministry understands 
that the members of the firm of Ingerslev and Partners, 
consulting engineers, are the same persons as_ the 
directors of the Alderton Construction Company. 


Rene Sarger in London 


René Sarger, the young French designer of concrete 
structures, who is also an architect, will be lecturing in 
London on October 27 on “Shapes in Shell”. The lecture 
will contain descriptions of some of his best known 
works and principles underlying their design—among 
them the water tower and covered market at Caen, a 
covered market at Royan roofed with radiating shells, 
and a new cathedral at Algiers—an all-concrete structure 
with hyperbolic paraboloid roofs. M. Sarger usually 
practises in collaboration with other architects, notably 
Guillaume Gillet and is head of C.E.A.T.C.—the 
Cabinet d’Etudes Techniques d’Architecture et de 
Construction, independent designer-engineers. Hubert 
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Bennett, F.R.1.B.A., architect to the London County 
Council, will take the chair at the lecture which will be 
held at 6 p.m. at Friends’ House, Euston Road, London, 
N.W.1.

Remodelling Existing Schools 


The Ministry of Education have published Circular 
10/59. This circular is intended to provide guidance to 
architects and local education authorities on the general 
principles the Ministry want to see observed in the current 
programme for improving old schools. Its importance is 
considerable, since, as the circular points out, “the recently 
enlarged minor building programme will enable a substan 
tial start to be made on this task, and, as reorganization 
of all-age schools is completed in the early 1960's, re- 
modelling projects will become an increasingly large and 
important element of major building programmes”.

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The memorandum which accompanies the circular set 
out the general outline policy to be followed and deals 
chiefly with the tests to be applied in selecting schools 
appropriate to the remodelling technique. The second 
part of the memorandum discusses the way in which the 
work should be tackled. The final section provides a set 
of notes on the remodelling of spaces in existing schools. 
The Ministry conclude by inviting comments on the 
contents of the circular and memorandum and welcome 
the submission of any information not so far made avail- 
able to them 


Planning Grants 

On September 22, 1959, the Town and Country Planning 
(Grants) Regulations, 1959, came into operation. The 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government have taken 
the opportunity to publish both Circular 59/59, which 
outlines the purpose of the new Regulations, and a new 
Explanatory Memorandum on Planning Grants. As a 
result of the passage of the Local Government Act, 1958, 
the whole grant system to local authorities underwent a 
major change. The general purpose of the new arrange- 
ments was to give to local authorities a general grant 
which, within certain limits, they could employ as they 
wished, rather than a whole series of small grants ear- 
marked for specified purposes. This change did leave 
some grants still to be allocated and paid for specified 
matters. So far as planning is concerned, the grants which 
are still to be payable for specified things are in respect 
of expenditure incurred in: 

“(1) the acquisition, clearing and preliminary develop- 
ment of land acquired for the redevelopment as a whole 
of areas of extensive war damage and for the re-location 
of population and industry or the replacement of public 
open space in the course of such redevelopment; and 

“(2) payment of compensation under the 1947 Act in 
respect of specified land of the National Coal Board.” 

The memorandum is intended to explain the provisions 
now applicable to these grants and to remind local 
authorities of the services available to them to assist in 
valuation and for similar matters. The appendices 
provide specimen forms and some _ useful notes on 
particular matters.

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HOUSING CENTRE 


CO-EXISTENCE: 
WITWATERSRAND, RIO de JANEIRO and NORTH KENSINGTON 


The presidential address, delivered at the Housing Centre’s Annual General 
Meeting on October 6, by the president, PROFESSOR SIR WILLIAM HOLFORD 


M* commentary this evening is likely to be more presi- 
dential than profound. It is not the fruit of systematic 
social research, nor is it political—even though we are all 
in a political frame of mind, on the eve of our General 
Election. It is presidential in the sense that a president 
is often one who sits in his seat in an aeroplane and 
observes the world go by without doing much about it. 

My own contacts with the Housing Centre are so spas- 
modic, because of many voyages abroad in the last few 
years, that I feel it on my conscience to bring back— 
every now and then—some observations on the way the 
rest of the world is living. The Housing Centre has become 
a repository and a refinery for such experiences, and I 
owe you at least a brief account by way of apology for 
much absence. 

I have chosen as my subject one of the most serious 
of all housing problems—co-existence by households of 
different races, and I would like to illustrate it by three 
examples. I call it co-existence rather than living together, 
because that is what it means for those who are poor, or 
at least, not well-to-do. And it is with the poorer sections 
of three different communities that I am concerned this 
evening. 

The first of the three illustrations is the Gold Reef 
the Reef of White Waters, known as the Witwatersrand. 

South Africa is a country of social segregation between 
black and white, maintained in the face of economic inter- 
dependence. How close that interdependence is can be 
gauged from the debates that took place in the House 
of Assembly, in Capetown, on the Tomlinson Report—a 
committee appointed by the Nationalist Government to 
inquire into the ways and means of achieving what is 
called “apartheid”. 

Nevertheless, in housing, the Government has a better 
record than that of the South African Party and the coali- 
tion governments of the old days. Since the war there 
has been a determined effort to deal with the appalling 
problems of the detribalized Africans on the Witwaters- 
rand and in Pretoria. There are scientific—or at least 
rational—experiments in low-cost construction with 
African labour and European planning and supervision, 
as at Kwa Thema. You can read all about these in Dr. 
Calderwood’s excellent book on African Housing. 

There are less scientific experiments such as Moroka and 
Orlando, outside Johannesburg, where the evening camp- 
fires resemble nothing as much as the “hosts of Midian” 
in the hymn. 

There is Meadowlands (which shares with St. Andrews 
Gardens, a municipal flatted estate athwart the railway 
cutting in central Liverpool, a euphonious title belied by 
its immediate landscape). It is here that the bulk of 
African citizens ejected from Father Huddleston’s beloved 
Sophiatown have been rehoused. 

At the west end of Pretoria is Atteridgeville, a rather 
standardized garden suburb for Africans only, built of 
brick and tile, with European-type laundries, sculleries and 
front gardens. The working force employed in Pretoria 
itself travels in and out daily by African buses and by a 
fleet of what are known as native taxis—uproarious con- 
traptions which appear quite incapable of covering the 
distance, but seem to manage it quite successfully. 

At the other end of Pretoria, and on the north side of 
the main valley that carries the road and railway to the 
industrial and mining centres on the east, is a less genteel 
African township, Vlakfontein. This started with “ronda- 
vels”, round huts with thatched roofs resembling the 
“kraals” in native villages, planned in a sausage-shaped 
enclosure called a “lapa”, and with the headman nearest 
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the entrance. Cooking was done in pots over an open fire 
on the leeward side of the circular overhang of the roof 
Africans, working in factories becoming rapidly mechan- 
ized, found it difficult to house their most treasured 
acquisitions such as a large (rectangular) bed, or a square 
table, or an overmantel, in those circular huts, pictur- 
esque though they undoubtedly are from the outside, so 
the later housing nas itself become rectangular. A hospital, 
a community centre and some shops have been built, and 
the Africans themselves have constructed a number of 
churches (Anglican, Dutch Reformed, Roman Catholic, 
Wesleyan, Baptist and many others) with great ingenuity, 
fantasy and variety. 

Nearby, at Baviaan’s Kloof, is the brilliant and extra- 
ordinary relic of a partly nomadic tribe, the M’pochas 
Their courtyard dwellings, built in mud, with fine reed 
mats on the beaten floors, are like paintings of Fernand 
Leger, after sketches by Le Corbusier. In the reds, blacks, 
whites and yellows of their polychrome and mainly geo- 
metrical walls are sudden portraits of an alarm clock, an 
aeroplane, or a bicycle wheel. Everything they produce 
from their group dwellings, to the fantastic metal bangles 
they wear on necks, arms and ankles, is the original work 
of the artist-craftsman, but they are fast dying out. 

On the gold mines the boys live in compounds, where 
the different tribes receive their special diets, including 
a good deal of meat, and where there is all the camara- 
derie, the festive occasions, and the frictions of male con- 
struction camps elsewhere. These boys return after a 
period to the reserves or to Portuguese East Africa, or 
Rhodesia, or even Nyasaland; and the enlightened cor- 
porations (such as Anglo-American and Anglo-Vaal) not 
only see that the Africans are well looked after, but take 
an interest in their educational and social, as well as their 
physical, welfare. 

So the present housing problem is being tackled while 
the future problem is being aggravated. In fact the most 
serious aspect of “apartheid” is that it has no future nor 
does it promise any hope or improvement in their living 
conditions to those who are segregated. 

If segregation were on a larger scale, with the Africans 
in their own territories, self-governing, but with a 
sprinkling of whites as teachers, Civil Servants, doctors 
and business men, helping to raise the standards of living 
and particularly of agriculture, then the Africans would 
be in a small minority in the towns—mainly as domestic 
help, gardeners and semi- and unskilled labour, it is true 
but free to take a “tour of employment”, so to speak, in 
an open labour market. 

But segregation on this scale is no longer possible. There 
are up to a quarter of a million urbanized Africans on 
the Witwatersrand already, and industry—even apart from 
mining—is moving towards a state of complete economic 
co-existence. The journey to work is an important factor 
in this, so that it seems inevitable that the segregation of 
larger and larger areas of African housing, farther and 
farther away from places of work, is simply creating a 
housing problem and not solving it. 

Let me now glance for a moment at the other side of 
the Atlantic, and see what three centuries of race inte- 
gration has produced in Brazil. 

A visitor to Rio de Janeiro, who is interested in housing 
and living conditions, will notice two things at once. The 
first is that the contrasts between wealth and poverty are 
just as striking as on the Witwatersrand, perhaps even 
more so. The second is that in spite of this there is an 
absence of friction and fear, and the perennial hopefulness 
and gaiety about the future, which is quite absent from 
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CO-EXISTENCE 


the social and political atmosphere of the Union of South 
Africa. 

Divisions still exist in Brazil between Negro, Indian, 
European and mixed sections of the population. But the 
differences are more economic than social, and there is 
no ideological bar across the path of the races that make 
up the Unites States of Brazil. It is clear to any objective 
observer that life on the bottom rung of the ladder is not 
insupportable if the upper rungs are capable of being 
climbed. Robert Louis Stevenson, who himself led a some- 
what adventurous life, said that it was better to travel 
hopefully than to arrive. Many thinking people in Brazil 
expressed the opinion that there would always be a residue 
of those whose racial characteristics could not be assimi- 
lated by the rest of society, just as there are those in an 
economy of full employment who remain unemployable. 

But there is all the difference between a minority with 
a flexible margin and a majority within a clearly defined 
barrier. And it is this which takes the explosiveness out 
of the Brazilian situation as compared with the Rhodesian 
and South African. 

Yet, when one comes to investigate the immediate 
housing conditions of the lower-income groups in the 24 
million population of Rio de Janeiro, one cannot help 
being appalled. Nearly all buildable land within ten miles 
of downtown Rio has already been built on. The great 
granite rocks plunge down into the valleys and into the 
sea, and have to be tunnelled in order to provide access 
for traffic between one valley and another. 

Assuming that your wealth is not big, and your influence 
mediocre, and that you do not want to pay more than a 
third of your family income in rent, you have to live in 
a distant suburb or in one of the more central slums. 
These slums, or favelas as they are called, are not 
radically exclusive. But only the tough and the initiated 
can live in them. They cling to the lower slopes of the 
granite hills, often at a grade of 40 to 50 per cent, where 
no ordinary builder can build at all. They have no regular 
piped water supply, and in most cases there is no regular 
landlord to charge a rent. But there are exploiters among 
the slum fraternity itself who sell everything for a con- 
sideration—space, electricity, furniture, protection—and 
very often the consideration asked for is not cash but 
complicity. 

It is not safe for a stranger to enter. Usually there is 
a narrow connection with a public street or highway, at 
which point are congregated the electricity supply poles, 
complete with transformers and meters. The middleman 
pays for the current in bulk (though what he can do to a 
meter is nobody's business!). He then peddles it to his 
slum tenants on a peculiar tariff of his own. For, believe 
it or not, a slum house made of packing cases and odd- 
ments, possessing neither sink, nor privy, nor bath, may 
neverthcless have television. 

Whi'e we were in Rio last month I saw on television a 
remarkable three-hour programme in which counsel for the 
defence, of a man who had been sent to jail on a six-year 
sentence for complicity in a murder, pleaded his innocence 
and established his alibi on the TV screen. He said, 
among other things, that in the favelas of Rio there were, 
to his certain knowledge, 6.400 guilty of murder or 
attempted murder who had never been brought to justice. 
I could not help wondering how many of them made an 
attentive audience for the wronged man’s counsel, sitting 
in their hillside fastnesses where even the police do not 
penetrate. 

Many of the favelas look down into the back windows 
of the 12- to 14-storeyed apartment houses which spread 
round the wonderful beaches and inlets of Guanabara Bay 
and the Atlantic coast—Betafogo, Leme, Copacabana, 
Ipanema, Leblon. The Caviocans love noise and fre- 
quently remove their car silencers for the sheer pleasure 
it affords them. It seems to be no hardship for them to 
live in an apartment block that is the reverse of sound- 
proof. And as there is no frost, nor biting cold, no arti- 
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ficial heating, and a mechanized and highly gregarious 
form of transport to suit all incomes, their housing rises 
to enormous population densities. 

Cheek by jowl, the slums and the so-called luxury 
apartments jostle one another, samba-fashion, across every 
square metre between the mountains and the ocean. And 
like the samba, it all appears on the surface to be highly 
enjoyable and exciting. The sun, the sea and the forest 
offset to some degree the congestion and discomfort of an 
overcrowded metropolis and the insecurity that results 
from inflation. 

North Kensington seems a long way from these two 
extreme examples of co-existence, one a methodical form 
of segregation providing a ration of housing, but offering 
no future for the communities housed; the other a form 
of integration so close and intimate that health and wel- 
fare, law and order are hard put to it to keep pace with 
its development, yet producing a rich mixture of talents— 
musical, artistic, architectural and technological—which 
have a fair chance of coming into profuse flower. 

North Kensington and Notting Hill are facing the same 
problem of co-existence largely because so much of their 
obsolete housing suits the tastes and the incomes of West 
Indians and other visitors from overseas who cannot so 
easily find a place in more expensive, more protected and 
more strictly managed housing areas. 

The irony is that slum clearance and redevelopment, 
even with subsidized housing, means higher rents and 
stricter management than the poorer families are used to. 
So the new housing is occupied, not by the families whose 
slum accommodation is cleared away, but by other families 
on the housing list who are making a move up. The lodgers 
and the immigrants and the underemployed move instead 
to another part of the same district, or even farther 
afield, where near-slum conditions promise the same low 
rents and the same way of life as before. 

There is thus constant circulation in the housing pool, as 
long as new construction is put in hand. This steady patch- 
ing and renewal and conversion, in place of the enormous 
speculative booms of the 1880's, or the vast municipal 
housing estates of the inter-war years, is by no means a 
bad thing. Although it may be against the trend of mass 
production and the big contract, and therefore more 
costly on the short-term economic view, there is 
more humanity in it, more variety, more resiliency and more 
hope for the future. If the rate of turnover, as it 
were, is gradual but constant, then social evolution has a 
chance; and the pot is less likely to boil over, scalding 
everyone within reach and leaving permanent scars. 

Co-existence also depends very largely on scale and pace. 
It seems to me an idle dream to imagine that social changes 
on the scale of the West Indian and coloured concentra- 
tions in North Kensington (and similar suburbs of Cardiff, 
Liverpool or Nottingham) can be effected by the absorb- 
tion of individuals into individual families. On the other 
hand, too rapid and extensive an invasion over a whole 
district provokes violent reactions and builds up political 
opposition such as that organized by Sir Oswald Mosley in 
North Kensington at this moment. 

The conversion or removal of small housing groups, 
however, suited to the social habits and incomes of—say— 
100 to 200 families, is on a scale which the ancient and 
scattered fabric of London can accommodate without 
losing its tradition and its character. 

London has done this before, not without difficulty, but 
in the long run benefiting by the very strength and experi- 
ence which has been added to its urban system in over- 
coming the social problem it has had to face, and in 
improving its capacity. 

The challenge of co-existence in North Kensington 1s 
fundamentally as serious as that in Johannesburg or Rio 
de Janeiro, although it is very different in the numbers 
and proportions involved. Our peculiar problem: is to 
regulate without appearing to discriminate; to go on trying 
out. not one, but many solutions to our present housing 
programmes—realizing that the problem itself is many 
sided and, indeed, many coloured; and, most important of 
all, to accept changes while remaining very much ourselves.

HIS new school was designed by 

the Development Group, Archi 
tects and Building Branch, Ministry of 
Education, in collaboration with the 
County Architect, Nottinghamshire. 
It is a _ four-form entry mixed 
grammar school, with a sixth form of 
120, giving a total of 720 pupils. 

The invitation from the Notting- 
hamshire Local Education Authority 
to join them in the planning of this 
new school was welcomed by the 
Ministry as a means of examining a 
number of problems, both educational 
and structural, and the work has been 
a joint enterprise of educationists, 
architects and quantity surveyors in 
the Ministry and local education 
authority offices. 

On the educational side there was 
the opportunity to examine the social 
and educational life of a_ selective 
school, a life which is in process of 
change. Solutions to the problems 
would, of course, have to be designed 
within the Ministry’s Building Regula- 
tions and cost limits. The opportunity

was taken also to make detailed 
design studies of much of the furni 
ture and equipment. 

On the structural side the aim was 
to develop a system of construction 
with adequate flexibility for school 
building which, when available for 
general use, would compete in price, 
both with other prefabricated systems 
and also with good _ traditional 
construction. 


Accommodation 

The total area of the school is 
60,272 sq ft or 73-9 sq ft per place 
(which includes covered ways at half 
their area). 

The hall is designed to serve a 
variety of purposes. It must serve as 
the social centre of the school for 
assembly, music and drama. For 
drama, too, provision is made for the 
larger and more formal presentation 
as well as for informal day to day use. 
The stage itself can be increased in 
depth and width, using movable plat- 
form units 
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social and teaching organization 
the schoc! is divided into three 
parts: lower school (first and 
second years), middle school 
(third, fourth and fifth years), 
and the sixth form (sixth, 
seventh and eighth years) 
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While larger musical functions can 
take place in the main hall, there is 
also a small hall designed more 
especially for music. 

The conventional provision for 
physical education in a school of this 
size would be two gymnasia of 2,800 
sq ft each. At Arnold, however, the 
client had in mind a much wider 
variety of activity than is possible in 
a gymnasium, including athletics 
training, cricket and tennis practice 
and, moreover, wanted these facilities 
throughout the year. 

The solution, therefore, was to pro- 
vide two different kinds of space—a 
gymnasium of 2,400 sq ft to cater for 
the usual gymnastic activities and a 
“Dutch Barn” type of structure (with 
a covered area of 8,700 sq ft) large 
enough for tennis, basket ball, 
badminton; and athletics training. 

The library in a school of this kind 
is of crucial importance. It is not only 
a place where children can go, either 
individually or in groups, for particu 
lar purposes, but the place where new 
or wider interests may be stimulated. 
At Arnold the library, which totals 
1,660 sq ft in area, has been planned 
as two separate working areas, linked 
by a third, which contains most of the 
book stacks 

Apart from the teaching accom- 
modation there is a_ three-storey 
specialist block for science. Particular 
mention may be made of the lecture 
demonstration room which, it is 
hoped, will free the laboratories for the 
maximum amount of practical work.

The structural frame of the build- 
ing is made from pre-cast, pre- and 
post-tensioned concrete. This material 
uses little steel and takes full advan- 
tage of factory flow production 
techniques. 

The frame is the outcome of close 
collaboration between the Research 
and Development Centre of John 
Laing & Son, the consulting engineer 
(Mr. A. J. Harris) and the architects.

HIS house is positioned at the

Planning 

A living area is divided broadly 
into dining area and seating area. The 
dining area opens direct on to the 
terrace and may be used by the 


children at times other than meal- 
times. The seating area is approxi- 
mately Sft higher than the dining area 
and is therefore separated psycho- 
logically, if not physically, from it. 
This area can be used as the quiet 
area of the house and yet allows 
supervision of the dining area. It 
has a lower ceiling level and is there- 
fore more suitable for winter use and 
a view of the sea is attainable through 
the south window.

Planned off a corridor entering 
from the dining area are the two 
main bedrooms. These bedrooms 
are identical in size and aspect, each 
having a window facing the morning 
sun. If the house is to be shared 
by two families in summer it is con- 
sidered essential that these rooms are, 
in fact, identical. The two bedrooms. 
although small, are so planned to 
allow for the incorporation of all 
necessary furniture. 

A bunk room for children contains 
two double bunks with a total accom- 
modaton for four. Bunks are designed 
as a part of the built-in furniture, 
allowing the remainder of the rect- 
angular space of the room to be 
available both for furniture and for 
play space. 

The children’s shower and toilet 
accommodation acts as a secondary 
bathroom in addition to cloakroom 
space for the family. Access to this 
area from outside is also provided so 
that it can be a secondary form of 
entrance to the house, but, in par- 
ticular, so that the use of the shower 
after bathing is made possible. 

The kitchen is planned with a 
window which looks south and on to 
the terrace, allowing supervision of 
the children.

A NEW partitioning system has just 
been introduced to the build- 
ing industry. Manufactured by 
Holland & MHannen and Cubitts

ROLF ROSNER 
A note of some exhibits 


URING the last 10 years the Hanover Industria! Fair has grown from modest beginnings into one of the most important 
annual exhibitions of Europe. This year the variety of building machines displayed was larger than ever, but clearly 
saturation point has now been reached. The equipment available will satisfy the most exacting demands of the building 
industry and further progress can only be expected if techniques fundamentally change. Even so there was much of interest to 
be seen; the advance in the field of plastics is particularly striking. The foremost German concerns like Krupp, 
Rheinstahl und Mannesmann have permanent pavilions of their own and the standard of design and lay-out is generally 
very high. It is surprising to see how effectively heavy industrial goods may be displayed. Landscaping between the large 
halls and smaller pavilions with trees, shrubs, paved courtyards and ponds provides a pleasant background and welds the 
buildings into a harmonious entity. Every architect interested in exhibition techniques will find a visit to this fair rewarding. 
In recent years a small pavilion has been set aside for the display of well-designed products, e.g., telephones, cookers, 
typewriters, glassware, etc. This exhibition is somewhat makeshift and with the exception of a few examples unlikely to 
impress the British visitor. In contrast, the annual display of the firm of Rosenthal in the ceramics pavilion is delightful. 
This year’s display was in the form of a historical survey, services and vases from the early eighteenth century to this day. 
Among the contemporaries were somewhat severe designs by Hans Theo Baumann, elegant services by Lucienne Day, 
London, and some quite delightful ‘Quatre Couleurs’’ pieces by Bjorn Wiinblad. ‘Quatre Couleurs’”’ revives an old technique 
of decorating porcelain with various shades of tinted gold. 
Below is a survey of certain exhibits which may be of interest to readers. 


1. Weather-resistant draught ex- 
cluder.

SIGHTHILL HEALTH CENTRE — designed by the Department of Health for Scotland. 


Electric floor warming at the Sighthill Health Centre 


Sighthill was designed as an Experimental Centre under the National 
Health Service Act. The building forms a hollow square round a central 
courtyard. The north wing holds administrative departments on the 
ground floor and dental theatres on the first floor. The south wing 
houses the joint services departments. The east wing comprises child 
welfare services and the west wing is divided into six medical suites. 


Fully controlled warmth The building is heated by electric low temperature underfloor radiant 


heating. This is thermostatically controlled and designed to maintain 
against an outside temperature of 25°F. the following inside temperatures: 
surgeries, recovery and X-ray rooms 70°F.; passages and lavatories 
60°F .; kitchen 52°F .; other rooms 65°F. Electrical intake is “‘off peak’’ and 
available between 7 p.m. and 7 a.m., and 11 a.m. and 3 p.m. 


Loadings Total loading amounts to 262 kW and is designed for off-peak operation. 
This load comprises 232 kW embedded in the concrete floors and 30 kW 
in concealed wall panels. The total floor area of the building is 35,000 sq. ft. 


A variety of floor finishes tested Floor finishes laid were: wood block, cork tile, thermoplastic, mastic 


asphalt, Caithness stone slabs and terrazzo. All these have given very 
satisfactory service under heated floor conditions. 


Results The installation has been running for over five years and the average annual 
consumption for floor warming purposes is 418,960 units costing £1,400. 
Thermograph records were taken during the winter 1955/56. These 
show that when, in February 1956, the mean daily outside temperature 
was 22.6°F., the maximum drop in inside temperature during the cut-off 
period was only 2.6°F. Even under these extreme conditions the internal 
air temperature did not fall below 60°F.

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Chain Grate Ash Extractor 
(J) 


The Riley Automatic Ash Extrac- 
tor has now been developed as a 
standard item for installation with 
most sizes of either new or existing 
Riley type T chain grate stokers. In 
plants where automatic control is 
desirable, an ash extractor is the com- 
plement of a coal bunker or con- 
veyor for charging the stoker -hop- 
pers. The new extractor is of the 
conveyor type and is designed so that 
there is very limited wear on the 
moving parts, since the ash is station- 
ary on the apron plates and moves in 
relation to the conveyor, not in 
opposition to it as in the case of 
scraper and drag link conveyors. The
